Lyman Abbott 


f 


'ERE died on Sunday in New York a man 
who made a considerable success of a unique 


gnd valuable experiment. Lyman Abbott edit- 
ed and published the Outlook to discuss poli- 
tical and civic affairs from a 
religious 
and 


ethical standpoint. One would imagine that in 
a society so careless of religion as ours, in a 
community so little concerned with ethics on 
the average, the Outlook would have proved a 
dismal and shortlived failure. It was not so. 
The Outlook did not. it is true become a great 
organ of compelling influence. But it-did pros- 
per it did steadily gain in circulation and in- 
fluence, and it did carry weight far beyond its 
modest size and public. 


The difference between what was normally 


to be expected of a semi-religious, uncompro- 
misingly ethical magazine in American condi- 
tions, and what the Outlook was for years, is 
the measure of the vitality and vision of Lyman 
Abbott, very largely. And it is a consoling re- 
flection for many who find in contemporary 
America a lowering of standards and a break- 
ing away from values which have historically 
been the only sure foundation for civilization 
and society, to think that this defender of the 
faith, this'ardent champion of Christian ethics 
and ideals, found a wide and growing follow- 
ing for his sane point of view throughout a long 
life. 


Much of it, of course, must be credited to 


Lyman Abbott rather than to the society in 
which he lived. His 'broad charity, wide grasp 
and touch with the world -of events, gave him a 
unique place among those with whom the reli- 
gious point of view is not paramount. Many 
men were attracted to Mr. Abbott's leadership 
by some of the numerous other qualities with 
v:hich he was endowed 'besides his active and 
militant Christianity. 
But his was. none the 


less an ennobling influence because it was often 
his personality rather than his principles that 
first drew men to him. From him must have 
been reflected and radiated -upon those about 
him something of his own clear 
and 
serene 


faith. 


So Lyman Abbott leavened the lump of 


more or less ignoble and thoughtless men and 
manners of his times. His influence alone was 
not sufficient to stem the tide, but it may well 
be thought that in some measure he retarded 
it. And this at least he did faithfully and well 
through his life: he held high with no uncom- 
promising or wavering hand the torch of faith 
and the Christian way of living and thinking, 
where all could see. One hopes that there will 
be another hand to grasp it as his fingers loose 
their hold.

A CORONER'S jury in California has exoner- 
^ ated a man who killed his wife when he 
suddenly came upon indubitable proofs of her 
infidelity. "Justifiable-homicide" was the ver- 
dict, but it is reassuring to add that the man has 
not yet been set free. It is to be hoped that he 
wilfnot be. Granted that the.man had ample 
grounds for rage and contempt, he is still a 
murderer, and his offense cannot be excused. 
There is too much "unwritten law" 
in

United States. Under this vague code men and 
women may slay each other with comparative 
safety by proving that the victim was a disgrace 
to society. But that is mighty dangerous doc- 
trine, productive annually of a world's record 
for murders in proportion to population. The 
community ought sedulously to cultivate the 
point of view that murder, even sex murder, 
can never be romantic and sentimentally justi- 
fied. Law and self-respect provide other exits 
from ignoble situations.
